THE INCLUSION of 
Peter Buljan in the 
Olyroo training squad is 
a tribute to the hard 
work that the Cosmos 
striker has done over 
the winter, work. which 
has seen him emerge 
as one of the league's 
best sirikers. 


Former Cosmos star 
Lachlan Armstrong said 
it all. 

“He's alright," said the 
man who never wastes 
undue praise=— on 
anyone. It. came while 
Armstrong was watch- 
ing the Cosmos battle 
their way to the side's 
first points of the season 
away to Gippsland 
Falcons.

One was a trip to 
Woden Valley Hos- 
pital's sick children's 
ward ~ on his own. 

That can be a 
daunting task — for 
anyone, never mind a 
young soccer player but 
Buljan did well, scoring 
a few goals with the kids 
as well. 

"He was really good 
with the kids," said club 
worker David Ciuffetelli 
afterwards. 
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"You could see how 
good he felt about the 
whoie thing." 

And feeling good 
about yourself is as 
good as it gets. 

Maybe that had 
something to do with his 
hat trick against UTS 
Olympic. Maybe not. 

But one thing is for 
sure, Peter Buljan has 
emerged this season as 
one of the best young 
prospects in the 
Ericsson Cup. 

Coach Branko Culina 
has no doubts that he 
has a very bright future 
and has said repeatedly 
that players like Buljan 
are the future of the 
Cosmos. 

"Peter is a_ very 
talented young player," 
says the Australian 
Coach of the Year. 

"Playing as a striker is 
very much a confidence 
thing. Of course you 
need talent, but you 
must be confident as 
well. | am sure that we 
haven't seen the best of 
Peter yet, either."
